CHINA. 
SHANGHAI, 
Dates extend to the 19th January; the French mail, with 
London advices to Nov. 24, arrived out Jan.12. We take the fol- 
lowing summary of news from the North China Herald :— 


The prospectus has been pnblished of the new Bank which has 
been so much talked of lately. It is to be called “ The Bank of 
China.” The proposed capital is Tls. 2,500,000, in 25,000 shares 
of Tis. 100 each. The design is that the bank shall be principally 
directed in Shanghai. The provisional committee are Messrs. 
O. C. Behn, F. Hormusjee, A. A. Hayes, 0. J. King, R. W. Little, 
J. A. Maitland and D. Reid. 

The Asiatic Society has held its opening meeting in the new 
rooms in Yuen-ming-yuen-road, when a large number of members 
and the public were present. After a few remarks from the 
President, Judge Goodwin, relative to the auspicious circum- 
stances under which they were met, and from Mr. F. B. Forbes 
regarding the manner in which the funds for the building had 
been provided and other financial detail, officers and council were 
elected. (Mr. Goodwin President, Messrs. Forbes and Wylie 
Vice-Presidents). The President then introduced Mr. ‘l'homson, 
F.R.G.8S.. who read a paper on the antiquities of Cambodia, 
afterwards illustrating it by a series of photographic views en- 
larged by the lime-light process. On the invitation of the Pre- 
sident a number of those present visited the upper room—a 
spacious and cheerful library and museum, where the Wylie 
Library was seen to advantage in new bookcases, and a number 
of specimens in natural history, chiefly entomological, were dis- 
played. Among the specimens was a vulture, recently shot by 
the keeper of the Shaweishan lighthouse, and preserved by Messrs. 
Pryer and G. Barton. 

o understand that a requisition addressed to the Commissioner 
of Customs, urging him to represent to the proper authorities the 
importance of immediate action being taken with a view to deepen 
the channel over the Woosung Bar, is being circulated, and has 
been already very numerously signed. : 

A somewhat curious case came up at the Mixed Court lately, 
before Chen and Mr. Haas, Acting American Assessor, when a 
foreigner named Delcour was prosecuted at the instance of a Chi- 
naman. The plaintiff, a photographer, had, at defendant’s order, 
taken a number of views of “ Au Chalet,” which were handed to 
an agent for thesale of the property, the latter getting a com- 
mission covering disbursements incidental to the sale should it 
be disposed of, but receiving nothing if it were not. No snlo was 
effected, the agent left Shanghai, and the photographer applied 
to defendant in this action for payment of his claim of 313. De- 
fendant refused to pay, and plaintiff therefore applied for a 
summons at the. French Consular Court, when he was informed 
that the defendant was not registered us a French subject, 
and that the Court had no jurisdiction. He was advised to try 
the American Consulate, and on doing so received a similar repl y 
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The British authorities referred him to the Mixed Court. where, 
after urging his case for two months, a summons was granted him, 
of which defendant, however, when it was served, took no notice. 
Plaintiff was again thrown back on the Mixed Court, which sub- 
sequently issued a warrant for defendant's arrest. As defendant 
was living on the French Concession, the warrant was, as is usual 
even in the case of Chinese, viséd by the French Consul-General, 
and duly put in force. Defendant was at once liberated on en- 
gaging to appear at the Mixed Court, which he did, and paid the 
amount under protest that he was a French subject. 

The Volunteer Parade, which we lately spoke of as pending, is 
definitely fixed for the 19th January. It is several months now 
since we have had a general parade, and a mareh out will come 
back with all the force of novelty, for a march out is, we believe, 
to be the programme, with the usual refreshment at the end of 
the fight. These “ field” ou were 80 much enjoyed last year 
that there is sure to be a good muster of all who have shared in 
them, as well as of new comers who have heard the tradition: 

We are glad to learn that while almost every other kind of 
amusement has its zealous votaries in Shanghai tho noble game 
of chess is not neglected. A meeting for the arrangement of a 
chess tournament has been held at the Library, and was well 
attended. It was decided that a tournament should be held in 
the Library, commencing on the 22nd, Regulations for the tour- 
nament were made, the entrance fee fixed at $2, and a committee 
elected, consisting of Messrs. Rennie, Curjel, E. George, L. J. 
Mullins, and Drs. Barton and Gottburg. It was resolved that 
any surplus funds there might be should go to the formation of a 
chess club, in favour of the establishment of which there was a 
very strong feeling. 

The annual meeting of the Committee of the Sailors’ Home has 
been held. The report and accounts show a very satisfactory 
improvement in the condition and working of the Home under 
its new constitution. 

The steamer Patroclus has brought a large and expensive plant 
of machinery for the Keangnan Arsenal, to be used in the manu- 
facture of Remington and other breech-loading cartridges. We 
hear that a gentleman will come out by next mail, from the 
Laboratory department, Woolwich Arsenal, to superintend the 
working of the machinery. 

For some months past rumours have been more or less preva- 
lent that the Chinese Government intended to open one or more 
new ports, of which [chang on the Yangtsze was to be one. We 
by no means feel certain of the truth of the report, but it seems 
to have come from quarters sufficiently woll-informed to have 
some blush of probability avout it; the more especially as the 
audience question is sooner or later likely to take a more defivite 
form than it at present presents. While there is no doubt that 
the Chinese Government has not been so blind as not to see the 
advantages both it and the people under its charge have gained 
from the opening of the present ports, it would yet be too much 
to expect from that body to grant freely, and without a quid pro 
quo, what they—for all that they themselves were the greater and 
most immediate gainers—would still pretend to look upon as a 
concession. In other words, we look upon the report as a feeler 
in order to find out what privilege is already granted. 

The News-Letter reports another little “ complication” at Kiu- 
kiang, about the treaty rights of missionaries. It appears that 
some months ago an American and an English missionary visited 
Nanchang, the capital of Kiangsi province. ‘They were denied 
admittance into the city, and forced to leave the place by the 
mandarins. A week or two ago the English missionary returned 
and anchored in the water-course outside the walls. His boat was 
besieged by deputations of mandarins, trying by every device to 
get him to leave. But as he sturdily stood on his treaty right to 
pe and sell books, they at last incited the soldiers, whom they 

ad placed professedly as a guard over the boat, to assail it with 
stones and bricks; under which, and the fear of worse violence, 
the missionary was forced to retire. A communication from the 
Taotai or Chi-fu of Nanchang had reached Kiukiang almost as 
soon as the missionary, representing that the people had risen 
upon the missionary, and would have done him grievous harm, 
had not the mandarins restrained them, and got the foreigner 
away in safety ! 

A Peking correspondent writes :—‘ This is really not so bad @ 
place in winter as you Shanghai people imagine. It is cold, cer- 
tainly, when we get a strong north wind ; but we don’t have these 
often. We are a little isolated too, and not quite so busy and 
practical as you are in Shanghai; but there is plenty of society ; 
and for amusements we have billiards, bowls, riding, and skating. 
The atmosphere is beautifully clear and dry. We have only had 
one fall of snow, three or four inches deep ; and that has entirely 
disappeared, except in shady corners, where it will probably lie 
till April. There is no particular news. Why don’t your 
Chamber of Commerce insist on having an official declaration in 
the transit-due matter? If this is let slip back again into the 
old groove, it will be all the Ministers’ fault—and the merchants’ 
for not agitating it.” 

The Peking Gazette contains a memorial from the Governor of 
Hunan, reporting destructive floods in his province. Judging 
from the map, the area which he reports inundated must be larger 
even than that covered by the floods in Chihli. And the distress, 


notwithstanding that the harvest had already been gathered, 
must be very great. 
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HONG KONG. 
Advices by this mail extend to the 25th January; the London 
(French) mail of December 8 arrived out January 19. The fol- 


lowing summary of news is from the China Mail :— 


The licensed gambling-houses were finally closed on the 20th 
January. The effect of the system is so well known after an ex- 
periment of nearly four years that it is quite superfluous to say 
what the opinions of the majority of the community are on the 
matter. Everyone knows that it has worked mischief, bringing 
to ruin many & man who would otherwise have remained unooa- 
taminated had not the temptation of open gambling, carried on 
under the special sanction and to the increase of revenue of the 
Government, been glaringly set before his eyes. This has been 

inted out to the authorities so many times that we shall only 

riefly note what the licensees think of the coming withdrawal of 
their license. Hitherto they have derived great profits from this 
source, and they cannot but view the withdrawal in an unfavour- 
able light, as their goose that lays the golden egg will be killed ; 
they regret it the more as they know perfectly well that for the 
future, unlike all previous attempts, secret gambling will be 
visited with unflinching severity, and that they will not 
be able to carry on their game even on the sly with per- 
fect impunity. They also knew that Sir Richard, with his 
usual energy, will endeavour to put an end to police-con- 
nivance, so that they have not the slightest chance of resuming 
their nefarious business. At any rate, even if they did, they 
would not be able to realise an out-turn sufficiently remunerative 
to make it worth their while to incur the risk of the severe penalty 
of the law, as the stakes at these secret tables are invariably 
smaller than those at the licensed ones. This conclusion may 
appear strange, but certainly there is plausibility in the argument 
given in support of it, and it is this: when people play at un- 
licensed houses they are in constant fear of the police, and not 
unfrequently it is the trick of the keeper of the table, when he-is 
about to lose a large amount, to cause an alarm of “ the police are 
coming” to be given, and in the scramble and confusion he will 
sweep everything into his drawer, or, at any rate, will evade pay- 
ing the winnings. Thus it has been urged that secret gambli 
can never assume the magnitude of licensed gambling, and wit 
stringent laws it may be reduced to a minimum, if not entirely 
eradicated. We are sure his Excellency will now turn his energy 
in a direction opposite to his old policy for the suppression of 
gambling, and, let us hope, with good results. 
Twelve men charged with conspiracy to make an armed attack 
on certain piece-goods shops at Showkewan have been brought up 
before the Acting Chief Justice, when the Acting Attorney- 
General said that he had decided, under the circumstances of the 
case, to enter a nolle prosequi agaiast the prisoners, as he was sure 
a verdict could not be obtained againstthem. ‘The prisoners were 
then removed to answer a minor charge at the Magistracy. It 
appeared that the informer contradicted himself in so many im- 
portant points that it rendered his evidence of no use, and the 
Acting Attorney-General therefore came to the determination of 
not proceeding with the case unless fresh evidence was obtained. 
Nothing can illustrate more clearly the inapplicability of English 
law to the governance of the Chinese than this trial. The despe-. 
rate character of the intended attack was shown by the arge 
quantity of arms and other offensive weapons found on board the 
junk in which the plot was concocted, and had the plan not been 
frustrated, we might fairly have expected a repetition of the 
tragedy that occurred in the same village some two years ago, in 
which Sergeant Mahoney met his death and two Sikh constables 
were severely wounded. That the law should be powerless against a 
set of vagabonds who were caught “ red-hot ” in the act of accom- 
plishing their atrocious design is much to be regretted, seeing that 
others of the lawless population will be sure to take courage from 
what has happened to the twelve men. It is evident from the quan- 
tity of formidable weapons, offensive as well as housebreaking, 
with which the prisoners had armed themselves, that they meant 
to show fight, and to take life if need be, especially when we are 
told that the surrounding of the police station to prevent the police 
from acting formed part of the programme. If, in a case of such 
audacity, and with an object so villainous, the perpetrators could 
not be indicted on a more serious charge than misdemeamour, our 
laws are deplorably defective. But what are we to say when the 
Attorney-General, finding that nothing can be done to them, was 
obliged to enter a nolle prosequi against them? Surely the time 
is come that our laws should be modified to meet the s 
wants of the Colony. We are averse to arbitrary legislation, but 
what can be done when people of this depredatory stamp are 
allowed to escape through the meshes with which our liw is gur- 
rounded ? Had this occurred in China, the mandarins would un- 
doubtedly make short work of the criminals, in fact the mere 
possession of the arms was in itself sufficient to convict the men. 

At present, while China is in its semi-chrysalis state, we must 
be prepared for very glaring blunders, or hugely impertinent and 
clumsy attempts to damage the local trade of Hong Kong. The 
Customs cordon and alleged right of search were what may be 
termed to be, and fortunately were treated as, very “cheeky” 
proceedings; and the little scenes at Macao even, though 
probably more defensible, were not devoid of a rising ar- 
rogance, apparently caused by a dim notion of power 
acquired through the means of Western appliances. An- 
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other instance of this symptom is mentioned in the Ad- 
vertiser. It appears to be an actual fact that certain action 
has been taken by the Haikwan at Canton, to ensure that all 
junks foreign-laden preceed to Canton or Pakhoi, in the first in- 
stance, whatever may be their port of destination. If the Chamber 
of Commerce ever had presented to it a subject of immense im- 
portance, bearing on the trade of the port, that is assuredly the 
proposition thus coolly made by the Haikwan. It is fortunate 
that Sir R. G@. MacDonnell is now amongst us, because one of the 
best and most popular traits of his Excellency’s administration is 
the true English jealousy with which he lias always guarded the 
port and its tradal interests from outside enemies. We should 
not be at all surprised to hear that Sir Richard had snuffed out 
such a barefaced proposition before the bodies here had time to 
take any step in the matter. 

The case of Remedios v. Reynolds has been decided in the 
Supreme Court. It appeared that the plaintiff entered the de- 
fendant’s employ as clerk in June, 1861, but no understanding 
as to what should be his salary was come to. In October, 1863, 
Mr. Reynolds left the colony and the plaintiff assumed the manage- 
ment of the firm in Hong Kong, the defendant giving him a 
power of attorney and a letter in which the plaintiff was allowed 
to draw salary from the firm at the rate of $1,500 per annum to 
begin with. The plaintiff continued charging $1,500 per annum 
up to December 31, 1865, but in the month following to July, 
1867, he drew a salary at the rate of $320 a month. The plaintiff 
had rendered the accounts to the defendant, who did not take 
objection to the different items charged for salary, and now he 
oomplained of overcharge to the extent of $5925. This was the 
subject of this action. The acting Chief Justice gave judgment 
in favour of defendant. 

Another case brought before the Court had reference to the 
Reakruptey of Lyall, Still, and Co, being a motion by Henderson 
and others to recover from the official assignees fifty trusses 
of long ells, ex steamer Poonah, or the proceeds thereof, viz. 
$10,000 ; and a motion by Liebert and another to recover ten 
bales of jeans, or the proceeds thereof, viz., $2,311.27. His Lord- 
ship decreed in favour of the petitioners; the costs of this pro- 
ceeding to be borne by the general estate, -

REPLY TO THE PUBLIC MEMORIAL. 

The following is the reply vouchsafed by the Home Govern- 
ment to the memorial passed at the indignation meeting held on 
Sept. 25th of last year. It speaks for itself :— 

Colonial Secretary's Office, 22nd Jan., 1872.—Gentlemen : 
With reference to the memorial addressed to the Secretary of 
State requesting appointment of a Commission of Inquiry into 
the Police, Iam directed by the Governor to acquaint you, for the 
information of the gentlemen who signed the document, that by 
the last mail his Excellency received a despatch of the lst 
Dec. from the Right Hon. the Earl of Kimberley, who desires 
his Excellency to inform the memorialists that the con- 
@ition of the police force has for a considerable time been | 
& source of anxiety to his Lordship, and that he had had | 
frequent communication with the Governor on the subject. 
His Lordship has further instructed his Excellency in connection 
with the suppression of the gambling-houses to strengthen the 
police force, and to spend on it a considerable portion of the spe- 

cial fund. His lordship had been enabled to secure in England a 
certain number of well-trained police of good character, young and | 
physically strong, and trusts to be able to obtain more men of the 
same stamp, and confidently hopes that the Governor's experience | 
will enable him to establish an improved condition of affairs. Lis 
Lordship fears, however, that the complete reorganisation of the 
police system, to which the memorialists point, and which may, | 
erhaps prove to be necessary, cannot well be undertaken by Sir 
ichard MacDonnell, as the termination of his tenure of office is 
so near at hand. He is, however, authorised to inform the peti- 
tioners that his successor will, before proceeding to the colony, be 
made fully acquainted with the condition of affairs and with the 
views of the memorialists, and it will be his first duty to inquire 
thoroughly into the matter. 

After giving the memorial careful consideration his Lordship is | 

of opinion that the appointment at the present moment of the 
mpeeed Commission would not be opportune, and that it would 
tter for the Governor’s successor to enter on so important a 
question without finding any points prejudged, or any recom- 
mendations formally placed on record. He will have the advan- 
tage of hearing the opinions of the Legislative Council and con- 
sulting them freely on all matters of principle or detail connected 
with the police force. But, although for these reasons Lord 
Kimberley has not thought it expedient to advise Her Majesty 
to comply with the prayer of the memorialists, his Lordship feels 
1{ unnecessary to commend the subject to the Governor’s most 
serious attention, and requests him to take whatever steps he 
may deem practicable for effecting an immediate improvement in 
the efficiency of the force. : 

Tam further directed to acquaint you that previous to the 
receipt of the despatch above referred to his Excellency had 
received a telegram from the Earl of Kimberley approving of the 
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Commission which he had decided on appointing —I have the 
honour to be, gentlemen, your most obedient servant, J. Gar- 
pinER Austin, Oolonial Secretary. 














STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
-e— 
SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices to the 1st February ; there had 
been no maj! arrival since that of the French mail of Dee. 22 ; but 
the P. and O. mail of Dec. 29 was due on the 2nd Feb. The fol; 
lowing is from the Straits Times :— 

There has been little of public interest occurring during the 
fortnight. The criminal session is dragging slowly along, and 
there are a number of cases yet to betried. The caso of Captain 
Sachsze, of the barque Burling ton—who was sent down by H B.M. 
Consul-General of Siam for trial on a charge of murder—has 
not yet been before the grand jury, and we hear there are several 
more bills to be sent in. The case against Moh Choon, the head 
of the Ghee Hok kongsee, has been fixed for the 5th of Feb., and 
will, we presume, occupy four or five days. In addition to this, 
the jury failed to agree in two cases, which will have to be re- 
tried, so that there is little prospect of the closing of the sesgign 
under another fortnight. : 

The want of court accommodation has been severely felt during 
the present session, and Chief Justice Sidgreaves has passed some 
severe strictures upon the Government with regard to the matter, 
calling the attention of the Attorney-General, as the legal adviser 
of the Government, to the serious inconveniences under which he 
was obliged to labour. The Attorney-General replied that it 
would be impossible to get any improvements made until the 
return of Sir Harry Ord, who is shortly expected, the judge 
pointedly remarking that he might be in his grave by that time, 
as his health was suffering from the constant exposure to which 
he was subjected. He says truly that it is a disgrace to the 
Settlement. His position as Chief Justice in Court is exposed to 
such violent draughts from the external air that he has difficulty 
in preventing his papers from being blown away, and precluding 
his properly taking notes. Though it is a usual custom for ad- 
ministrators to decline undertaking public works or material 


| alterations on the eve of a governor's return, yet this is no excuse 


for neglecting really urgent works. 

The approach of the Chinese new year has, as usual, been made 
an excuse for levying a heavy percentage upon coppers and small 
coin in exchange for dollars—four and five per cent. being charged 
here, and we hear the exactions in Penang have reached seven per 
cent. Various theories are given to explain this annual extortion, 
one of which is that the Chinese are shoarding copper cents to 
gamble with during their new year, but as there does not appear 
to be any scarcity of coppers, the true explanation appears to be 
that the charge is a tax levied by the Chinese shopkeepers, through 
whose hands most of the coppers pass, to enable them to have 
more money to spend in their new year celebratiun. ‘lhe want of 
a plentiful supply of a small coin currency in the colony is just 
now painfully apparent, and it is to be hoped Government will 
take steps to provide so urgent a necd. 

Although there has been no serious riot, the turbulent spirit of 
the Chinese population requires all the vigilanee of the police to 
keep them within bounds. There has for sone time past been 
ill-feeling between the Say Lims—or the Lim family—and a por- 
tion of the Ghee Hok kongsee, which during the past fortnight 
became threatening, there having been one or two street fights. 
More serious consequences were prevented by the promptness of the 

olice, who were on the alert and quickly arrested the ring- 
eaders ; the headmen were then mado special constables, and 
compelled to do active police duty, of which they eventually 
got tired, and came to a settlement of their differences. 

This difficulty was hardly over before another event occurred 
which gives more serious ground for apprehension. On the 30th 
Jan. the dead body of a Chinese was found in the sand on the 
Brass Bassa Canal, where it had evidently been left by the tide ; 
the skull was broken in, and appearancesindicated thatthe man had 
been murdered. The body was identified as that of a ‘leo Chew 
Chinese named Quay Ah Tow, aged about fifty years, who was the 
head Sin Say or secretary of the Ghi Hinkongsee—a powerful secret 
socie.y—and who bore a high reputation atnong his clan, he being 
chosen as referee in nearly all their disputes, and was greatly re- 
spected byall whoknewhim. Strange tosay,among the papers found 
on his person was one containing an extract from the rules of the 
society, stating the procedure in case of the murder by one member 
of another member of the society. The object of his murder could 
not have been plunder, as his clothing and purse were untouched, 
and suspicion rests upon persons who were known to have been ip 
his company the previous evening, three of whom have been gp- 
prehended. The murder has awakened considerable excitement 
among his countrymen and his numerous friends, and unless i¢ 
can be proved against the guilty parties, may be charged by the 
Teo Chew Chinese upon their enemies the Hokieus, and used as ap 
argument to stir up another general riot. . Bf 

Cases of robbery by gangs of petty thieves are increasing in 
number and boldness. Numerous cases of thefts of poultry and 
clothing eontinue to be reported, showing that an inerease Ja the 
number and efficiency of the police is a crying necessity. A few 
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nights since some of these thieves paid a visit to the premises 
occupied by Mr. H. J. D. Desker, made a hole in the planking 
while the occupants were asleep, and made a clean sweep of all 
they could find or lay hands upon. Two nights afterwards the 
thieves again visited Mr. Desker’s premises, and carried off an- 
other box of clothing, &c., being the fourth box of sundries which 
they have succeeded in stealing within a few days. 

A Marine Court of Inquiry into the loss of the British barque 
Burlington has been held before F. H. Gottlieb, Keq., Magistrate 
of Police, H. Ellis, Esq., Master Attendant and Marine Magistrate, 
and J. L. Kirby, Esq., Lloyds’ surveyor, but the decision has not 
yet been given. ae 

The schooner Wight Glass, which left this ‘port on the 2nd Dec. 
for Rangoon, has not since been heard of. A reply to a telegram 
to Rangoon, and dated the 17th Jan., states that she not 
arrived there at that date. 


PENANG. 
Dates extend tothe 3rd February; the P. and O. steamer 
with the London mail of Dec. 29 arrived out Feb. 1. We take 
the following from the Penang Argus :— 


We have been furnished with the return of our imports and 
exports for the past year. The return is a very satisfactory one, 
inasmuch as we have it officially announced that our increase in 
trade for last year exceeds by several millions of dollars 
any previous advancement we have had since the trans- 
fer. The total under the head of imports from British 
colonies and foreign countries amounts to sixteen millions, 
eight hundred and eighty one thousand, and six hundred 
and thirty nine dollars, being an increase of nearly four 
millions over the imports for the previous year. The value under 
the head of Imports from British Colonies has attained the high 
figure of nine millions, two hundred and sixty-two thousand, and 
seven hundred and fifty dollars, being an increase over the pre- 
vious year of a little above two and a quarter millions of dollars. 
From foreign countries our imports were seven millions, six 
hundred and eighteen thousand nine hundred and ei hty-nine 
dollars, showing an increase of nearly a million and a half over 
the imports for the previous year. 

The total value of exports to British colonies amounts to nine 
millions, two hundred and eighteen thousand and nine hundred 
and twenty dollars, which, when compared with the exports of 
the year 1870, which were seven millions, six hundred and 
eighteen thousand and eight hundred and twenty-six dollars, 
show an increase of more than a million and a half of dollars, 
Our exports to foreign countries have also increased nearly thirty 
per cent. over those for 1870. We have for 1871 a total of seven 
millions, nine hundred and seventy eight thousand and six hun- 
dred and forty-five dollars, whereas in the previous year we have 
only six millions, two hundred and forty-two thousand, and four 
hundred and one dollars. Our readers will therefore perceive 
that the total value of our Imports for 1871, which are sixteen 
millions, eight hundred and eighty-one thousand and six hundred 
and thirty-nine dollars, exceeds that of the previous year, which 
were only thirteen millions, two hundred ant eighteen thousand 
and nine hundred and forty-four dollars, by the very respectable 
sum of three millions, six hundred and sixty-two thousand, and 
six hundred and ninety-five dollars, being fully twenty-seven per 
cent. in excess. 

We are glad to find that the Committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce have passed a resolution callin upon the Colonial 
Government to take steps to provide a fresh supply of copper 
coinage without delay. e have alluded to this matter before, 
but the subject is 80 Important that we do not hekitate to reiterate 
our opinion upon it—namely, that the neglect of the Government 
has been the cause of the great inconvenience and loss the Penang 

ublic are exposed to in the difficulty of getting a fair exchange 

ora dollar. The discount now has reached a height that is more 
than a serious inconvenience to the poor, and is far from pleasant 
to the rich. 

On the 22nd January Mr. Siddons was arrested on a charge of 
having embezzled certain sums of Government money while act- 
ing chief clerk of the Magistrate’s Court at Butterworth. He was 
released on bail, and brought up before Captain Ord on the fol- 
lowing day. The Prosecution, however, had not {got -their case 
ready, and the magistrate postponed the hearing to suit their con- 
venience to the 29th ; but on that date again, when Mr. Siddons 
appeared with his sureties, he was informed that a further post- 
ponement to the 5th Feb. had been decided upon. The reason for 
this delay was not given, and we think as no one appeared on 
behalf of the prosecution the magistrate should have dismissed 
thécase. The charge against Mr. Siddons is of & serious nature 
and if the prosecution have no case, we ask in common justice 
that the charge should be at once dismissed. 

We are glad to hear that Mr. Hogg, who for a short time held 
an appointment of Inspector of Police, from which he was removed 
by order of the Administrator because the appointment had been 
made by Captain Speedy, has again been taken on, the Admi- 
nistrator having been pleased to reconsider his decision in the case.

HANKow.—The transactions in Piece Goods had been on a falr 
scale for the season of the year, and, owing to the firmness of holders, 
rates had improved, and closed with an upward feeling for Grey Cot- 
tons. An improvement had taken place in Grey Shirtings, the closing 
quotations being firm and likely to advance ; 7 Ibs,, Tis. 1.70 to 1.74; 
8} Ibs., Tls. 1.84 to 1.04; 93 Ibs, Ts. 2.40 to 2.60 per piece. White 
Shirtings: Small sales of best counts, common being still neglected. 
T-Cloths : Good inquiry at a rise of about 2 to 5 candareens on 6 and 
7 Ibs.; 6 Ibs. common, Tls.1.15 to 1.20; Mexican, Tis. 1.38 to 1,42; 
7 Ibs., Tis. 1.38 to 1.45 and Tis. 1.50 to 1.63; 36-inch, Tls, 1.80 to 
1.86. Drills: Inquiry favourable, and prices well maintained. Fancy 
Cottons: Business limited to a few small sales at about former valuese 
Woollens and Worsteds : Rates demanded for Camlets curtailed opera 
tions, and the dealers were only purchasing for actual requirements, 
Low prices continued to be offered for Long Ells with no immediate 
prospect of recovery. Other descriptions without change, 

SHANGHAI.—We last reported a growing disposition on the part of 
the dealers to operate in Plain Cuttons in anticipation of the spring 
demand. Since then the desire has been somewhat etimulated by tele- 
graphic advices quoting a material improvement in Manchester; but 
these advices had, at the same time, influenced holders to greater firm- 
ness, and the settlements, althongh large, had in consequence been 
considerably restricted. Grey Shirtings: At the close there was less 
excitement apparent, buyers being unwilling to give prices asked, while 
holders, generally, refused to make any concession. Best common 
chop 8} Ibs. held for Tis, 1.94 to 1.95 per piece, dealers offering Tis.

1.70 to 1.76 per piece for common to best qualities, Best heavy Shirt- 
ings worth Tls. 2.75 to 2.80, and in good request. White Shirtings: 
Steadily improving. Ordinary to good 64 reeds, Tis. 2.0.5 to 2.1.0 ; 
best Tls, 2.1.5 to 2.1.8 per piece. T-Cloths: Prices improved ; M.T. 
quality quoted Tis. 1.6.1 to 1.6.2 and saleable, Mexicans, as usual at the 
season, had attracted most attention ; but lower counts had likewise been 
in fair request. Drills: A further advance had taken place ; best English 
15-Ibs worth Tis. 3.1.0 to 3.1.2. Dutch improved to a similarr extent. 
American nominal. Jeans: English Tls. 2.82, markets at the close 
shewing signs of renewed activity. Sheetings: Only one sale of English 
——950 pieces at Tls. 3.27 ; and another of American—900 pieces at Tle. 
4.10 reported. Fancy Cotton: Prices, with the exception of those of 
Brocades and Spotted Shirtings, fully maintained. White Spots and 
White Brocades—inferior—quitted at Tis. 1.80, and Dyed Brocades at 
Tis. 2.71} to 2.724 per piece. Dyed Damasks advanced to Tia. 5.00. 
Chintzes and Turkey Reds are slightly dearer. Woollens: Market 
stronger, and beyond recording sales, that is all that can be said of it at 
Present. Metals.—Lead: Good inquiry for long dates ; sales reported 
at Tls. 4.80 to 4.85 for L.B. Iron: Settlements 19,200 bdls, at Tle, 2.75. 
Market very strong, and holders, as a rule, asking much higher prices 
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than natives were inclined to give. Cvals: Market without noticeable 
alteration; Cardiffe—nothing done; English—sales to arrive at Tis. 
10; American—without either sales or inquiry. 

Hono Kona.— Messrs. Olyphant and Co. report as follows :—Cotton

Metals: Bar Irou has advanced 10 to 
15 cents in value, and Hoop and Nail Rod kinds are wanted at last 
rates. Wire and Steel are firmly held for quotations. Lead is not 
being asked for, but holders are not anxious sellers.

Quicksiver 
does not command former prices by $3 to 4. Coal: The arrivals com- 
prise only 420 tons of Australian, and the reported sales are 1,594 tons of 
English at $13.50 per ton “ to arrive.”

Rice: in bctter demand ; sales 
of No. 1, Batayia from f.155 to f.175, per coyan, according to quality, 
No. 2, also higher, and for local consumption f.135 to f.148 had been 
paid. Cargo not in the market, worth nominally f.115 to f.130. Black 
Pepper and Gum Damar: No transactions. Hides: still in great 
demand at last quotations. Arrak : 100 leaguers sold ut f.105. Nutinegs 
and Mace: quiet, without arrivals or sales. 

SINGAPORE.—The Produce Markets had continued very firm, and 
quotations for most articles showed an advance on last rates; there had 
been a good demand and a fair amount of business. Gambier had risen 
considerably, the market opened at $3.72} per picul, at which quota- 
tion a limited business was done, the rate afterwards advanced to $3.85 
and 4, and at the close a sale was reported at $4.15 per picul; about 
1,000 tons had been contracted for.

CasvaLtizs.—The Emiliano (str.), from Manila and Singapore 
(via 8. C.), arrived at Giverpoo!l, which was suuk after collision with 
the Parthia (str.), and afterwards floated, had discharged 6U0 bales of 
her cargo, wet, into lighters. The Yarra, Orfcur, which sailed from 
London, Feb. 19, for Amoy, Chefoo, &e., put into Falmouth, 29th, to 
Testow cargo. A portion of the cargo, consisting of 762 bales of 
tobacco, has been discharged perfectly dry from the fore ho!d of the 
Emiliano (str.), de Larrinaga, arrived at Liverpool from Manila and 
Singapore (via S.C.). It is believed that a further quantity of 250 
bales (dry) is still in that compartment of the vessel. The whole of 
the veesel aft. of the fore hold was submerged, and the cargo, particu- 
larly the tobacco, in the other compartments is much damaged. 


Rorat GaograPutcat Sociery—Parzr on Mancuuria —At the last 
meeting of the Royal Geograplrical Society the paper read was, “On 
the Recent Journey of the Archimandrite Palladius through Man- 
¢ehuria,’ by Mr. D. Morgan. The paper, which had been translated 
from the Russian original and adapted by Mr. Morgan, gave an account 
ofa journey performed by Palladius (a pricst of the Russian Mission 
at Pekin), from Pekin to Newchwang and Moukden, and then north- 
westward through Tsitsihar, by the Nonni river, to Blagovestchensk, 
onthe Amoor. Palladius had also descended the Amoor, and passed 
by the Ussuri and Lake Khinka to the Russian coast settlements of 
Manchuria ; but the part of his journey entirely new was that through 
the north-western districts. A large portion of this region consisted 
of rich prairie land, thinly peopled ; the towns, however, were well 
built, and important as places of trade. A remarkable fact was the 
almost complete superseesion of the native Manchu national habits 
and language by the Chinese immigration, eo that a nation which, by 
its warlike habits and force of character, had formerly conquered 
China, was now becoming quietly suppressed by the superior civilisa- 
tion and perseverance of the conquered race. 


In our last issue, in recording the appointment of Colonel Hook to 
the command of the Ceylon Rifle Regiment, we inadvertently stated 
that he had never been employed on active service. A correspondent 
calls our attention to the fact that the gallant Colonel took part 
in the Affghanistan and Sutlej campaigns, his services being de- 
tailed as follows in “ Hart’s Army List:”"—“ Lieut. Col. Hook served 
with the 9th Regiment throughout the campaign of 1842 in Affyhan- 
istan (medal) under Sir George Pollock, and was preacnt at the 
forcing of the Khyber Pass, storming of Namookail, storming the 
heights of Jugdulluck, affair in the ‘l'ezecn Valley, storming of the 
Tezeen and Huft Kotul mountains, occupation of Kabool, expedition 
into Kohistan, storm, capture, and destruction of Istaliff. He served 
as adjutant of the 9th Regiment through the Sutlej campaign of 
1845-46, and was present in the battles of Moodkee, Ferozeshah 
(horse shot under him), and Sobraon (imedal and clasps).” 


Tue irregularities and delays for which the Modane Station on the 
Mont Cenis route has become proverbial has occisionced the issue of a 
public notice by the Alta Italia Railway Company, advising passengers 
to attend to the tranefer of their luggage from the French to the 
Italian lines. Without this precaution their luggage may be left be- 
hind them, or possibly sent round by Marscilles. The Alta Italia 
Railway Company wish it to be distinctly known that the Modine 
Station belongs exclusively to the Paris, Lyons, and Mediterranean 
Company. Though the former has no responsibility for delays which 
may occur there, it will continue to inquire into complaints to which 
the joint service may give rise. 


Cainese Lasourers in Copa.—The official paper at Havannah pub- 
lishes a new batch of ‘edifying provisions oy Valuiuseds in regard to 
the Chinese labourers in the Island of Cuba. Chinsmen out of work 
will be sold; those who want passports shall not have them ; those 
who do not have them will be sold ; having no pissports they cannot 
change their place of rc:idence; if they want to go anywhere they 
must go to the “ Government Depositories,” which is official Spinish 
for slave-pens. It is thought this will Nive a tendeney bo cieck 
vagrancy and furnish the plautera with chetp labour.

THE SUPPRESSION OF THE GAMING HOUSES IN 
HONG KONG. 

WE welcome with much satisfaction the official announce- 
ment that the gambling licence system is not only doomed, 
but absolutely put a stop to. Gaming has been described 
by Corron—an amusing author who wrote in the begin- 
ning of the last century—as “an enchanting witchery, got- 
ten betwixt idleness and avarice.” But that a vice which 
causes so much wretchedness should not merely be per- 
mitted, but the practice of it superintended by Government, 
and that it should contribute to the revenue, has long been 
a subject of indignant remonstrance. It is, perhaps, a sub- 
ject of painful reflection that, at this moment, and within 

-immediate access, there exist 0 greater number of gambling 
houses in London than in any other city in tbe world, though 
it was professedly put down by that most sincere and poten- 
tial of “ Defenders of the Faith”—Hewnry the Eiaata—some 
three centuries ago. It must be admitted that we come 
before the Asiatics with a rather ill-grace under such cir- 
cumstances, but perhaps, next to the repenting of our own 
misdoings, comes the reforming of our neighbours. 








SALARIED CONSULS V. MERCHANT CONSULS. 

As we have never ceased to advocate the substitution of 
paid officials for the merchant Consuls hitherto employed in 
most of our dependencies, we cannot but regard with satis- 
faction the movement of the German Government in this 
direction. While, however, we hail the new system as a 
step in the right direction, we should be very sorry to appear 
to deny for a moment the great services our own merchants 
have rendered to their country and their country’s allies in 
the execution of the arduous, unwelcome, and tedious duties 
that devolve upon Consuls in remote ports, It is precisely 
because the duties have these drawbacks that we have advo- 
cated their transference to paid and regularly constituted offi- 
cials. We believe that the new system will be more satisfactory 
o the shipping, the mercantile, and the diplomatic world. 
By the great majority the demands of personal business have 
ever been set aside with o self-denial that has been most 
honourable for the adjustment of petty disputes of the most 
vexatious and ungrateful kind. It is discreditable to our 
Government that it should now hesitate to appoint a paid 
official for the Consulate at Saigon, and we understand that 
the matter will be brought before the House of Commons 
on an early day. 





A QUESTION was asked on Friday last in the House of 
Commons by Mr. WHITWELL, whether our Treaty relations 
with Japan were likely to be revised at an early period; and 
if the attention of the Foreign-office had been directed to 
the report of the Yokohama Chamber of Commerce, issued 
in December last, on the revision of our Treaty with that 
country. The Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs replied to 
the effect that the Government had complied with the 
request forwarded in the month of November last by the 
Japanese Government, asking us to postpone the revision of 
our Treaty with that country until the return of the special 
Japanese mission, which was expected to arrive in this 
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country shortly. Lord Exrigup stated further that an im 
portant communication in connection with the subject had 
been received at the Foreign-office, which would be considered 
when the negotiations in respect of that Treaty took place. 





Ws give below some additions to the report of the lec- 
ture of Mr. MepHurst, our Consul at Shanghai, who is now 
in London on leave. We think it isa pity that Mr. Mzp- 
HURST'S services cannot be retained here for the guidance of 
onr Foreign-office magnates, but, failing this, we hope that 
Lord GRaNVILLE will see the wisdom of making him Consul- © 
General at Shanghai. His Jong service and generally recog- 
nised ability entitle him to this distinction ; but, apart from 

‘| that, it is necessary for the maintenance of British authority 
and prestige in Shanghai. At present it is a common occur- 
rence to see our Consul playing second fiddle at general 
meetings in consequence of other Powers having Consuls- 
General. Considering what it has cost Great Britain to open 
up China, in comparison to other nations, it is an anomaly 
that we trust will shortly cease. 


Mr. F, O. Apams, now Secretary to Her Majesty’s Lega- 
tion in Japan, has been appointed Secretary to the British 
Embassy at Berlin, Although we congratulate Mr. Apams 
on this promotion, we trust that in the interests of our 
relations with Japan he will not be removed before the 
return of Sir Harry Parkgs, accompanied by the new 
Secretary of Legation. Iu another paragraph it will be seen 
that Lord EnFigip has stated in the House of Commons that 
the revision of our Treaty is to be postponed until the return 
to Japan of the mission now en route to Europe. 


Tae March number of the Cornhill Magazine contains a 
second article on Travel in Japan, by Mr. A. B. Minrorp, 
which we trust will serve as a spur to residents now in that 
country—with similar facilities—to utilise their opportuni- 
ties to enlighten others with kuowledge so interesting and 
instructive. The interest displayed in Europe and America in 
Japan increases daily. 


Mr. Watter Epwarp Kina has been appointed to the 
post of Vice-Consul at Kiukiang. Mr. Kine, who is now at 
home on leave, entered the Consular Service in China in 
1855, and until lately held the appointment of Acting-Con- 
sul at Newchwang. 


THe appointment of M. Henri Hinnexinpt as Consul 
at Singapore for the Belgian Government has received Her 
Masesty’s approval. 





MR. MEDHURST ON CHINA. 

In the report of Mr. Medhurst’s lecture which appeared in our last 
igsue an inaccuracy appeared sufficiently important to require correc- 
tion. We made Mr. Medhurat advocate the more frequent adoption 
of the native costume by missionaries in China, whereas he expressed 
a diametrically opposite opinion. His exact words were: ‘‘ The Pro- 
testant missionaries, save in the case of one particular denomination, 
retain their national dress and habits, and they are right. Disguise, 
although so universally and successfully employed by the Romanists, 
I regard as objectionable. [t is calculated to lower the individual in 
the opinion of the natives, and when it is employed in the exceptional 
case I have alluded to by the female members of the mission, I think 
the effect is even more mischievous.” 

We embrace this opportunity to give the fnll text of the observations 
with which Mr. Medhurst brought his lecture to a conclusion, and of 
which, owing to the limited space at our command, we were only 
enabled to summarise last week. 

Two individuals, said the lecturer, cannot be thrown together for any 

‘ considerable period without in some way or another exercising an 
influence the one upon the other—it may be for good or it may be for 
evil. With nationalities the same rule more or less holds good, and it 
is well worth considering what has been the influence in this instance 

:and in which direction. As the stronger, more pushing, and more 

assertive people, the foreigners, it may be taken for granted, would be 
able to show the preponderance of influence on their side. And such 
has been the case, no doubt, in a commercial and political point of 
view. A trade has been exacted which has developed itself into vast 
dimensions, and China has been compelled to take up a position 
relatively to other nations, whether she likes it or no. But the amount 
of good concomitantly effected is questionable. Their own favourite 
motto, that ‘ Commercial intercourse enriches a nation,” has certainly 
received practical illustration in the material enrichment of various 
tracta and districts more immediately connected with foreign trade. 
But it may be questioned how far this good has been counterbalanced 
in the one case by the immeasurable misery which has been occa- 
sioned by the rebellions indirectly brought about by repeated colli- 
sions with Western Powers, and in the other case by the introduction 
of opium, the sad effects of which have hitherto been ever on the 
increase. There are the beneficial reaults of missionary teaching to 
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be brought into account, but these are so far infinitesimal as com- 
pared to the mass of the nation that even they too would fail, I fear, 
to bring the preponderance on the right side. As to any influence that 
foreigners may exercise by their mere presence in the country, it is 
simply nil. A few sparks of fire dropped upon an iceberg might 
really be attended with more tangible results, comparatively speaking, 
have as yet transpired through the residence of the few handfuls 
of foreigners amongst the millions of the Chinese. Indeed, if any- 
thing, the influence has lain the other way, for I have found asa rule 
that Chinese do not improve by belag’ beonstt into intimacy with 
foreigners and by adoption as a consequence of their habits and ideas. 
The few Europeanised Chinese that are to be met with are, with very 
few exceptions, most insufferable creatures. The people generally, of 
course, know us better than they once did, and the inhabitants of those 
districts which have been most resorted to by us would I think for the 
most part be glad to increase this acquaintance, not only on grounds 
of self-interest but from their own natural kindly feeling. But the 
ruling and influential classes still only tolerate our presence in the 
country, and I firmly believe they would hail the day when they could 
see—were such a thing possible—the last foreign factory razed to the 
ground, and the last ship leave the coast, malgré the loss to the na- 
tional revenue and the ruin of the districts dependent on our trade that 
would certainly follow. Experience of our more advanced civilisation 
and our improved appliances appears to have brought the Chinese 
nothing so far. Returning emigrants fall back instinctively into 
their mative notions and conceits, looking . back upon their 
foreign sojourn as an ordeal happily over. Even men of 
some pretence to social position who have of late years visited the 
West ina quasi-diplomatic capacity have shown no sign of having 
been impressed by what they have observed, or moved to introduce 
like innovations and advantages into their own country. Chung How, 
the only really high-class mandarin who has visited Europe, disap- 
pointed me keenly when I was conversing with him last August by 
exhibiting the most listless indifference to my suggestions as to the 
vast ammount of novel and interesting sights which it would be well 
for him to see whilst in this country. I happened to attend him at 
Shanghai when he embarked for the firat time on board one of the 
finest vessels of the French Messsgeries fleet, and took possession of 
his cabin for the voyage. The next time I met him was in his hand- 
some room at the Grosvenor Hotel, a day or two after his arrival. 
Yet on both occasions he took as litte heed of his novel surroundings 
as he would have done when stepping on board one of his own 
wretched Chinese junks, or walking into one of his still more primi- 
tive native hotels. To my mind there must be something more in 
this than an affected indifference, arising out of simple conceit. It 
must be the result of an inborn incapacity in the Chinese mind to 
entertain any subject, save by the particular process of thought, or to 
notice any object apart from the particular association to which it has 
been schooled by custom and tradition. . . As regards Chinese 
passengers and shippers in foreign vessels, I have never observed the be- 
trayal of a single word of admiration or wonder at the amount of science, 
labour or means expended in the construction of the very vessels in 
which they were being conveyed, although most of them now plying. 
inthe Yangtsze are specimens of the largest and finest river steamers 
that the Americans can build. On the contrary, I have heard the 
terms ‘‘ barbarian” and “foreign devil’ freely employed at such 
times by Chinese conversing among themselves, and I verily believe 
that most of these travellers in first class foreign vessels have in every 
cage returned to their several homes only to ridicule or sneer at the 
outlandish people amongst whom they have for the moment been 
thrown, although fully appreciating, mind you, all the time the 
comfu.t and rapidity with which they have been carried, and the se- 
curity and despatch attending the transit of their merchandise. 

The establishment of large and effective arsenals by the Govern- 
ment loses much of its value as an indication of influence in favour 
of progress, from the fact, as I believe, that the innovation has been 
adopted with the object of so improving the effective appliances of 
the country as to place it in a position to cope with foreign Powers 
when a favourable opportunity offers for realising that dream of 
eventual ejectment hick still lingers in the brain of the ma- 
jority of Chinese statesmen. There have been those who have as- 
serted from high places and in authoritative style that the Chinese 
desire progress, and many English and American newspapers have 
echoed the sentiments. But it is a mistake; and those who 
initiated the cry too readily allowed their eyes to be blinded to 
the fact that it was a mistake. One has only to live among 
the people, to correspond and converse with the mandarins 
and to study the numerous memorials addressed to the Throne by 
leading statesmen to convince one’s-self that however much portions 
of the trading section of the population would like to see foreign rela- 

tions extended, the ruling Powers deprecate progress even at the 
slowest rate of advance, whilst the mass of the people are altogether 
indifferent to the subject. Yet it does not follow that progress is to be 
despaired of in the future of China. Further awakenings through col- 
lision with foreign Powera must occur, for the Chinese cannot inde- 
finitely go on shilly-shallying, one moment solemnly accepting inter- 
national obligations, and another moment covertly receding from 
them. At the same time, I am not one of those who advocate an 
abrupt and unreasoning obtrusion of progress as we understand it, 
either by force or persuasion. China is by no means ripe for an 
instantaneous reception throughout her entire territory of the highly 
advanced condition of civilisation to which we and the Western 
peoples have attained. Let, however, the thin end of the wedge be 
introduced as opportunities may offer, n whatever shape, method, or 
direction may seem most suitable, but always in the way of private 
enterprise, not as a matter of Governmental institution, and the com- 


mercial enterprise of the people is so active that it will gradually but |, 


surely overrule all the obstructiveness and conceit which form such 
marked characteristics in the Chinese nature, and no very long time 
need elapse before a radical regeneration ensues which shall at once 
satisfy the merchant, the diplomatist, and the missionary. 
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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, Feb, 28. 

The manifestations in Antwerp, caused by the presence of the Count 
de Chambord, have created much sensation here, which has been aug- 
mented since it has become known that he has gone to Dordrecht. It 
is rumoured that the Count has put himself in communication with our 
Papal Zouaves, who will be ready to fight at his call for the restoration 
of the Papal temporal power, I must add that this on dit has no 
officia) confirmation, and I believe it to be wholly without foundation. 
This much seems certain, that if the Count decides to reside here or in 
the Hague no such boisterous, and at the same time nonsensical, mani- 
festations will be permitted as those of which Antwerp was the scene. 
Our people are more calm, and do not care much for “ Henri V.,”’ and 
our police will not be so indulgent to the pretender as were those of 
Belgium. 

Mr. Hoffmans, the canton judge who was superseded against his wishes, 
has been heard in the Second Chamber, and the result was a complete 
fiasco, and the matter has entirely dropped. I regret that J have to state 
the same with reference to the ‘‘question Janssen,” the officer who was 
dismissed because he had dared to write to adaily paper about military 
matters, and who most certainly is victim of the former Minister of 
the War Department. Public opinion being roused, it was hoped that 
Mr. Janssen would be restored by the influence of the Second Cham- 
ber. One of the Liberal members made a proposal in that sense, but 
after a lengthened discussion this motion was altered in auch a way by 
Mr. de Roo that the vote of the Chamber is now of no value. Ina 
few days Mr. Heemskerk, the leader of tho Conservative party, will 
interpellate the Ministry, and will once more bring forward the question 
of the transfer of our settlements on the West Coast of Africa, in view 
of the debate held in the English Parliament. It is not very clear of 
what use this interpcllation may be, because the transfer is an accom- 
plished fact, which cannot be altered. I was much astonished to find 
that the official text of the Sumatra Treaty was not published earlier, 
You will remember that I gave you the full and litera: details of the 
Treaty early in November last. Of what use was it to keep secret what 
was known publicly elsewhere ? 

The Bill about the revisal of the East India tariff and that about the 
construction of the railways in Java are now under examination in the 
sections, It is said that there is some likelihood that the members 
will deal with these Bills before the Easter recess. 

In almost every town lists arc circulating to collect contributions to 
cover the cost of the national festivals, which are to take place on the 
1st of April next, in celebration of the foundation of our liberty on that 
date thrce hundred years ago. 

The department of the Colonics has received a telegram from the 
Governor-General of Java, stating that the expedition against the Rojah 
of Goenoeng Tinggi on the east coast of Sumatra had resulted in a com- 
plete success. This news has caused great satisfaction. Some papers, 
however, ask whether thereports which wero published by the Butavia 
papers about this expedition were not exaggerated. 

The steamer Conrad, of the Company Nederland, will leave Texel on 
the 24th of March for Java. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The chief event since my last letter in our Produce Market has been 
the spirited result of the -Trading Company's public sale of coffee, which 
went off at advanced rates, and continue since to be fairly maintained. 
The tea sales held here some days ago have also been attended with a 
satisfactory result, and the business donc privately in other articles 
of produce bears general evidence of continued firmness, without, how- 
ever, transactions being characterised by much animation. 

CorrzeE.—A brisk competition manifested itself at the Trading 
Company’s public sale, which caused prices to advance, on an average, 
Ic. to 14c. over the valuations for the Java, and jc. for the Santos. 
The whole quantity put up was eagerly secured, and the market has 
since continued in a firm position, with buyers at the sales’ prices, but 
no sellers, except at seme advance. About 1,100 bags Java, ex Ada, 
and 3,738 bags African and San Thome, ex steamer Waverley, have 
changed hands by private treaty on secret terms. 

SuGar.—Without anything doing; no transactions, and little on 
offer. 

Spices keep steady. Some parcels Nutmegs and Mace, ex Veritas, 
have changed hands. A speculative demand has sprung up for Cloves, 
consequent upon a report of the destruction of the crop, which, how- 
ever, still lacks confirmation. Amboyna No. 2 are held for 35c. to 
36c., and No: 3 for 34c. to 85c. 

TEA.—The public sales of Java and China, held here, went off very 
currently, nearly the whole quantity put up having been disposed of at 
fair prices. 

JAvA ToBAGco.—Sales have been closed by secret tender of 201 
bales Java, mark PA/Malang, 166 bales AS/Malang, and 395 bales 
sundry marks afloat. 

Rice remains dull. The cargo of Java Table ex Noach III. has 
been sold; the same consists of 8,338 bags Indramayoe and about 4,200 
bags Kandanyhauer.

The report of the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance 
Company for the past year has been issued. The net profit 
amounted to £108,704 13s, 9d., to which is added £13,776 17s. 3d., 
brought forward from last account, making a total divisible sum 
of £122,481 11s. Of this £22,410 has been appropriated to the 
payment of an interim dividend of 5 per cent., and the directors 
now propose to distribute 48s. per share, or 20 per cent., making 
a total of 25 percent. A contract has been entered into for the 
manufacture of 3,530 miles of cable, to be laid in 1873, from near 
the Land’s End in Cornwall, to New York. 

Ata meeting of the Indo-European Telegraph Company (Li- | s 
mited) the report given in our last issue was adopted, and a reso- 
lution passed, authorising the directors to declare dividends pre- 
vious to providing £10,000 per annum to reserve fund. Ata 
meeting of the Anglo- Mediterranean Telegraph Company (Li-

19th October, 1868; and 14th January, 1869; a concession from the 
Emperor of Austria of a line between Ragusa, "Corfu, Malta, or Egypt, 
and in a provisional] concession from the Government of Italy to this 
company for a line from Brindisi to the Ionian Islands and Egypt ; and 
the directors are hereby authorised to take such steps with respect to 
carrying out this resolution as they may think advisable, but so that 
no further payment in respect of the proposcd purchase beyond 
£50,000 be made without a meeting of the shareholders, 2. That in 
the opinion of this meeting it is desirable that an ainalgamation should 
be effected of the several telegraph companies having lines between 
England and the East, and the directors of this company are hereby 
authorised to negotiate with the directors of the other companies with 
a view to bring about such amalgamation. 


The half-yearly meeting of the Mediterranean Extension Tele- 
graph Company (Limited) is convened for the 12th inst., todeclare 
a dividend. 

The annual meeting of the Liverpool and London and Globe In- 
surance Company was held on the 26th ult. The fire premiums
